We sell 5 bulbs at the 10 rate. We do not sell 
less than the smallest quoted unit. For in- 
stance, if a variety is listed 2 bulbs for $.20, 
we will not sell one bulb for $.10, as the cleri- 
cal work, filling and packing orders is too ex- 


pensive. On orders of $3.00 to $10.00 you may, _ 
add 5% of the total in extra bulbs and 10% 


on orders from $10.00 and up.

These discounts do not apply to assortments, 
collections, to items marked “No discount” 
or to orders from the quantity list. We make 


to orders with full payment before shipment. 


GUARANTEE 


Above all we take great pains to keep stock 
absolutely true to name. In spite of this, mis- 
takes or errors are made, sometimes when we 
don’t even know it. If you find any not true 
to name or badly mixed, remember we are 
ready to replace, refund or make an adjust- 
ment in some way. But tell US, so that we can 
make a correction. 

We have declared war on bulb diseases and 


feel confident we are gradually winning the 


battle. Thorough treating, an extensive rogu- 
ing program, throughout the season and up- 
to-date methods of curing and storing, makes 
our bulbs the best money can buy. 


BULB SIZES 


Bulbs are graded into six different sizes. No. 1 
size is 114 in. and up; No. 2, 114 in. to 114 in. 
with 14 in. variation down to No. 6 size, which 
is 14 in. and under. In the retail list where 
Large, Medium and Small are used, Large will 
consist of No. 1 and No. 2 sizes, or No. | size 
as long as they last. Medium consists of No. 3 
and No. 4 sizes, or No. 3 size as long as they 
last. Small sizes consist of No. 5 and No. 6 


sizes. Early orders will get preference on the 


size. If you order Medium sizes for instance, 
and you get part or all No. 4 bulbs or 34 in. to 
1 in., please do not write us that we have given 
you the wrong size. It’sssimply because we are 
out of No. 3 size, and No. 4 bulbs also go as 
Medium size. Medium bulbs will almost in- 
variably bloom, although ‘not quite as large 
a spike can be expected as from a large size. 
Small size usually will bloom, but not always. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


All retail orders are sent by Prepaid Parcel 


Post. All orders from the quantity or whole- 
sale list will be shipped by Express Collect, 
unless otherwise instructed. During the win- 
ter months express is much safer, as it is guar- 
anteed against frost. We can arrange for ship- 
ment by truck on large orders in some Cases. 


LATE SHIPMENTS 


If you can possibly store and take care of the 
bulbs you want, please have them shipped as 
early as possible so as to be ahead of the rush. 
We can give you better service and better 
stock if you have them shipped early. Re- 
member, we are apt to have thousands of 
orders held for March and April delivery. 


EXTRAS 


We make it our business to put in with your 
order extra varieties, usually the newer ones 
for you to try out. If you like them, there is a 
good chance your order will include some 
more next year. You see we can both win. 





WAREHOUSE NO. 2—-8,400 square feet of floor space, where part of our bulb crop is cured and stored. 
All wholesale orders are packed from here, A new dry house is helping in the curing process, where the 
bulbs are held for six days at a controlled steam heat temperature of 75° with plenty of air circulation 
and ventilation, then stored at 40° or lower. This assures you of bright, clean, shiny bulbs and a battle 
won against disease problems. 
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STRESSING COMMERCIAL VARIETIES 


In the many years of our experience growing Glads we have kept in mind that a 
variety with commercial qualities is far more profitable to grow than thosc 
limited to garden and show purposes. For the past three years we have given a 
page in our catalogue, commenting on varieties best suited for the cut flower 
purpose. This list of varieties may change from year to year and new ones appear. 
It has been our policy to grow a variety, two and in most cases three years before 
naming it in this list, as one year’s trial just does not tell the story. 

It is not our policy to mention just a lot of new varieties in this article, but to 
give those who are interested in cut flowers commercially the low down on what 
varieties are proving to be good here for us. Naturally there are many of the now 
older varieties still worthy of mention and some may be for a long time to come. 


A new commercial variety is not born every day.

Pinks are probably used by Florists more than any other color. While PICARDY 
is still King of all Glads in a strictly commercial way, we ourselves still rate 
PINK RADIANCE superior in many ways. We have grown it in very large 
quantities and it consistently proves to be a wonderful spiker and a very good 
shipper. PINK PICARDY has a deeper better color than regular Picardy but 
it seems to lack vigor. Another Picardy Sport that has looked good for two years 
now is LADY LUCK, a pink pastel shade. CORONA is now going over big, 
really much to our surprise. ETHEL CAVE COLE is a 100% grower in every 
respect but wish it had a few more buds. It also is top heavy, lacking enough 
stiffness in the stem when wide open, and apt to go down in the wind. KING 
WILLIAM is one of our favorites while ROSA VAN LIMA is still an old reli- 
able. CARILLON; while not an outstanding Glad is very early and is valuable 
for that reason. MAGNOLIA has shown up well now and should make a good 
home cutter. VARIATION has been a real surprise. It’s a very consistent spiker 
with a nice ribbon of medium size pure pink flowers. Can’t say about its ship- 
ping quality, but it’s a good florist flower. IfCONNECTICUT YANKEE would 
only propagate faster, it would be one of the best, as it consistently makes 
beautiful heavy spikes. It’s possibly a little light in color for long distance 
shipping. 

There is always a heavy demand for real early varieties. ANNA MAE is the 
answer and is really white. SNOW PRINCESS, a few days later than Anna Mae 
is now considered one of the best cut flower white. SILENTIUM is a 100% 
cutter from large bulbs and one you will enjoy cutting. MARGARET BEATON 
is probably a better shipper and a heavier, coarser grower. It is difficult to cut 
the open flowers. Of all the whites I believe SURFSIDE is the most valuable. 
It just never fails to produce heavy spikes that will suit the most critical florist. 
CASABLANCA is another tall wiry stemmed white that is worthy of considera- 
tion. When more plentiful and cheaper LEADING LADY will move up to the 
No. | place as a white, it will no doubt be the leading shipper. SILVER WINGS 
has not proved to be better than Leading Lady but is whiter. We got a great 
deal of satisfaction when one of our wholesalers kept calling for WHITE BUT- 
TERFLY, one of the small type. There is no reason why these small varieties 
cannot be real valuable. 


There are a great many creams appearing on the market, but LADY JANE 
is our first choice with INTERMEZZO a close second. While WANDA is no 
doubt a good shipper we are letting her pass out of the picture this year. WHITE 
GOLD is valuable as a first early and a.beautiful bulb maker, but outside of 
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that not outstanding for us. VEECREAM is a consistent home florist flower. 
A little on the soft side, but very dependable. 


Considering the shade, plant, spike, reproduction, health, and shipping quali- 
ties, I consider VALERIA the best commercial red on the market. Some have 
trouble germinating the bulblets but for us they grow as well as Picardy. You 
can’t go wrong on RED CHARM or STOPLIGHT. The latter has one fault of 
splitting badly from large bulbs. We still get a lot of good out of old ROCKET. 
HAWKEYE RED looks good after two years growing. If it continues to be 
healthy we will grow it in large quantity. RED PENNY is real early and valu- 
able for that reason. KING CLICK was not so good this season. Of the real new 
ones BIRCH RED while a little too dark for a florist flower, was a knock-out this 
season. 


We can’t praise ELIZABETH THE QUEEN high enough. In our opinion 
after four years growing and harvesting hundreds of thousands of bulbs this 
Glad definitely surpasses any lavender ever introduced. LAVENDER PRINCE 
is real good in a deep shade and BADGER BEAUTY in a lighter color. The 
latter under some conditions has a yellowing of the tips of the foliage. It’s not 
a disease but believe it some element lacking in the soil or else weather condi- 
tions. Bulbs are always good. Mother Kadel is subject to the same yellow tips. 


It’s hard to beat MISS WISCONSIN as a rose commercial, but it’s shy on bulb- 
lets. CHAMOUNY has real color but gets too large a percentage of short spikes. 
We are doing some selecting on this one. ROSE O’DAY doesn’t have as good a 
color but better in all other respects. Pay your money, take your choice. 


I believe PURPLE SUPREME to be one of the most perfect spikers—all 
varieties we grow considered. In reality it has just one fault and that is, we 
understand the color breaks for some, but for us it is not serious. I still vote for 
it. MRS. MARKS MEMORY is certainly nice. It has size, color, height, and good 
growing qualities. Florets not always well placed. 


MOTHER KADEL still has the best and cleanest color of any yellow. Wish 
it was as large as CRINKLE CREAM which looks real good. EARLY GOLD is 
valuable as a real early, while OREGON GOLD is much the opposite. The 
latter being so late that one should have large or at least medium size bulbs to 
get it to bloom. We believe that SPOTLIGHT will come into the lime light be- 
side Leading Lady, Elizabeth the Queen, and Valeria as a top notch commercial.

TOP NOTCH NEW VARIETIES 


Remember remarks in these paragraphs are the candid opinion of the writer. 
We do not accept bouquets nor do we hand out any. ‘There are four trial ground 
systems in North America but they are not receiving the full cooperation of all 
originators. Information contained herein should come from such systems but 
instead every wide awake up-to-date commerical grower is conducting his own 
trials. In my opinion, every hybridizer should at the present time be growing 
one hundred or more of the newest varieties each year, in order to check with 
his own seedlings. That costs money, it costs us money too, and we are not doing 
any hybridizing either. he 

I am still keeping well in mind the commercial qualities of the varieties to fol- 
low, and all have outstanding points. However, some may be tossed out another 
year, and some may prove better garden and show flowers than commercials,

TOPELITE is exceptionally outstanding as a beautiful color and it will have 
a big future. Will win the praise of the most critical judge. Fischers new 
BEAUTY’S BLUSH had about the most perfect qualities of anything we grew 
this year. In fact I hesitate to name the slightest fault from the small trial we 
grew. Watch this one, along with his No. 99-41 reserved for next season. MAR- 
ION PEARL isa top notch show flower and would be a commercial if it would 
increase faster. BENGASI looked better this season. Certainly has color appeal 
and lasting qualities. DAISY MAE, grown from No, 5 bloomed late but be- 
lieve it will make the grade and stay awhile. LADY LUCK another Picardy 
sport was again very nice, although a little faded out, but at the same time a 
nice clean pastel. PINK CHARM a real early that you early cut flower growers 
should keep an eye on. We will continue to grow OGARITA for its massive 
plant and spike. Could this have been crossed with the Iowa tall corn? PHAN- 
TOM BEAUTY was quite exceptional. 


Lin’s TROCADERO stood out as a promising cut flower. It’s tall with a long 
flower head of a real good clean color. When ATLANTIC first bloomed it was 
the most marvelous thing I have ever seen. Very near the shade of Valeria and 
opening 10 to 12 but by the end of the second day, the color had broken very 
badly. I hope this is not a regular fault. While the stem was somewhat on the 
short side, ROYAL WINDSOR was a swell flower, opening up to 10 at one time. 


DR. WHITELEY and MARIMBA are both outstanding in the buff class. 
However SUNLIGHT will challenge them both. Being a seedling of Margaret 
Fulton it has inherited some of its good commercial qualities. 


We had nothing new in whites except SVNOWSHEEN that stood out. This is 
pure snow white, tall stretchy plant and flower head. MT. INDEX was very 
impressive with its light yellow throat. I probably will be razzed for mentioning 
ALPINE as a commercial, but what couldn’t a good florist do with this for 
make-up work. We found one lavender in PEGGY that was really impressive. 
A clean, clear, smooth lavender, and a tall plant with fine dark green foliage. 
This just struck me as one of the “Finds” of the season. HUNTRESS and 
ABIGAIL, both top-notchers, but both flake badly. Abigail is the tallest. Hun- 
tress opened to a clear clean lavender from tight bud. Apparently didn’t give 
Abigail the same test. 


I like the appearance of CRINKLE CREAM as well as any of the newer 
yellows. TAHLAHNEKA is worth watching. YELLOW HERALD from Hol- 
land grown only from No. 5 bulbs made a good impression of itself. We had two 
other surprises from Holland, but from sample bulbs. HIGH LIFE was a very 
welcome addition to the blues. It’s not large, but a stately plant, wide open 
recurved flowers and well placed. ABU HASSEN, an improved Pelegrina is 
something else we have been looking for. BLUE ICE has size, color and beauty. 
GRATITUDE is definitely good in its color class and will make a good cutter. 
In the deep reds, I have seen or grown nothing of late that will surpass BIRCH 
RED. It’s probably too dark for extensive commercial use, but its*smooth, 
velvety color and growing qualities will make it valuable. BURMA is outstand- 
ing for color, beauty, and show purposes, but never will make a commercial.

Brilliant 
Neyron Rose with a complete absence of fleck- 
ing. ‘The color is, therefore, clean and spark- 
ling and is most appealing. It is a very strong, 
healthy grower, which produces tall spikes 
(60 inches) which do not crook under the hot- 
test weather conditions. There are 17-19 buds 
and of this 5 six-inch florets will open at once, 
nicely frilled and with good placement. 

Not only will this variety produce spikes of 
exhibition quality but it will be a very popu- 
lar variety with florists, as it is a most useful 
color. It also produces a very high percentage 
of usable spikes and it is possible to go down 


the row and get an armful as the plants seem 
to flower all at once. It is a good propagator 
and the bulblets grow to good size bulbs the 
first year.

When bulbs are received they should be 
opened at once and stored in a cool dry place. 
The best storage is about 40 degrees. 


PLANTING TIME 

is in general when the soil is warmed up in the 
spring. It may be, in Central New York, from 
April 15th to July Ist, depending somewhat 
upon the time bloom is wanted, and variety 
planted. The average planting date is about 
June Ist. 


THE BEST PLACE TO PLANT 

is where they will have full sun, as they do 
best if they have no competition from trees 
and shrubs nearby. A soil that will grow good 
potatoes will be most satisfactory, but Glads 
are very tolerant in their soil requirements. 
Good drainage is quite essential to best per- 
formance, as Glads like lots of water during 
the period before bloom, but don’t want wet 
feet. They grow best in neutral soil, but will 
also do well where it is slightly sweet or acid. 


DISINFECTING: 

Bulbs should be clean when planted and 
should be disinfected regardless of where ob- 
tained and also those which you already have. 
For dips in order of preference we recommend: 


NEW IMPROVED CERESAN 

One ounce of N. I. Ceresan; 3 teaspoons of 
Grasseli Spreader-Sticker; 3 gallons of water. 
For larger quantities: 14 pound of N. I. Cere- 
san; 5 tablespoons Grasseli Spreader- Sticker; 
25 gallons of water. Soak BULBS 15 minutes; 
soak BULBLETS 30 minutes. Let drain 30 
minutes and plant the same day. 


IMPORTANT: 


FOLLOW DIRECTIONS CAREFULLY 

To mix easily, add the Spreader-Sticker to the 
Ceresan with a small amount of water, and 
stir until a smooth paste is secured; then add 
the remainer of water. When stirring this do 
not use the hands as the concentrated mixture 
can cause serious burns. Use a wooden paddle. 
Bulbs treated in the weak solution can be 
handled safely.

As far as known at least five lots of bulbs 
and bulblets can be treated effectively in any 
of the above dips. 


SOIL PREPARATION: 

A good coat of rotted cow manure plowed 
or spaded under the fall before planting will 
make a very fine start. The soil should be 
spaded or plowed rather deep to give the roots 
opportunity to secure food and moisture at a 
lower level. As it is difficult to obtain manure 
generally, we would use in place of it, peat 
moss as a humus, along with a good fertilizer 
such as 4-8-8 or 4-12-8 for blooming bulbs, 
and 4-8-12 for production of bulbs. 

For bloom production, on medium-to-heavy 
soils, one-half the fertilizer broadcast on top 
before plowing or spading, and the balance 
before fitting the ground, will give excellent 
results. For exhibition blooms some like to 
place part of the fertilizer in the bottom of 
the trench, mixed with the soil, and an inch 
or so of peat moss on top for humus. Most of 
our soils are deficient in humus and peat moss 
is a great aid in building up this lack, retain- 
ing moisture in light sandy soils, and loosen- 
ing up the heavier clay types. Most of our spe- 
cial planting plots would be much improved 
by annual use of peat moss. It is especially 
valuable in growing choice bulblets or gladio- 
lus seed. 


PLANTING BULBS: 

Bulbs may be planted three to six inches apart 
in the row, with the rows twenty inches to 
three feet apart. For choice show blooms six 
inches apart is probably best, with rows at 
least thirty inches apart. Depth for large bulbs 


varies with types of soil, four to five inches in 
heavier soil, and up to six inches in lighter 
sandy types. Small bulbs about three inches, 
and bulblets one and a half to two inches 
deep. Be sure to have plenty of water during 
and before blooming:season. 


BULBLET GROWING: 


Small lots of valuable bulblets may be peeled 
or cracked with quicker and surer start to be 
expected. Larger lots that may need help in 
starting can be aided by soaking at night and 
sunning in a cloth bag by day, for a week or so. 
We would advise dipping peeled bulblets the 
same time as bulbs when treating with New 
Improved Ceresan or Lysol. 


CARE: 


After planting, cultivating once a week and 
weeding will help growth. Cultivation may 
be deeper at first, but later very shallow, to 
avoid cutting off feeder roots. Hilling up be- 
fore these roots get too long (when about one 
foot high) will aid in holding the blooming 
spikes erect during windy weather. When 
spikes are up a foot or more they should have 
heavy watering once a week if there is no rain. 


FOR EXHIBITION BLOOMS: 


To give these an extra boost, fertilizer may be 
side-dressed when the plants are nearly in the 
bud stage, scattering about a handful each 
three feet along the sides of the row. Place 
this about three inches out from the plants, 
just before a rain or heavy watering. 


SPRAY: 


From the time the spikes or plants are six 
inches high they should be sprayed for thrip 
at least once a week. Thrip may blow in from 
some distance and infest your planting even 
though your bulbs were clean when planted. 
The most approved spray is Tarter Emetic: 

One ounce Tarter Emetic (about 414 level 
teaspoons); 2 ounces brown sugar; 3 gallons 
of water. (3 tablespoons molasses or corn syrup 
may be substituted for sugar).

D.D.T. 


is proving to be very effective, although still 
in the experimental stage. Either dust or spray 
is effective, although: we have no specific in- 
structions for using the wetable spray except 
that most experiments have been conducted 
with a 50% D.D.T. solution. However, we 
strongly recommend from our own experience 
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the use of a 3% or 5% D.D.T. dust, used at 
the rate of 30 lbs. per dusting to the acre. A 
small dust gun that will make a dust fog is 
just as effective. A very bad infestation of thrip 
showed up in small spot in our test gardens 
this season and two dustings | week apart, 


completely destroyed the insect.

WHEN CUTTING 


flower spikes a small knife blade slid down 
the stem on each side between the stalk and 
the leaves and cutting across at the bottom 
will enable you to leave a safe four to six 
leaves and also have a good stem on the spike. 
Spikes are best cut in the morning when-one 
or two blooms are open. 


DIGGING: 

Bulbs should be dug when the stalks begin to 
turn brown, or before freezing weather if the 
foliage is still green. The tops should be cut 
off at once as close to the bulb as possible, 
pruning shears doing this very nicely. If some 
stalks turn brown prematurely, probably the 
bulb is diseased and should be destroyed with 
all the foliage. 


STORING: 


Bulbs may be stored in flat boxes to dry and 
cure. If wooden boxes with wire bottoms are 
used, curing will be hastened if bulbs are 
washed in one of the wire-bottomed boxes 
with a stiff hose spray. Bulbs are easier to 
clean later, and little dirt will be in the bulb- 
lets. As soon as the bulbs are dry and in the 
cellar they should be treated with Napthalene 
Flakes or D.D.T. Dust. 


Napthalene Flakes should be put on them 
in a bag or container so the fumes can be con- 
fined. Left in a warm place for three or four 
weeks all thrips that might possibly be on the 
bulbs will be destroyed. About one ounce to 
a hundred bulbs is the general proportion. A 
good size pince for one-pound paper bag is 
about right for small quantities. 

The old bulb roots may be broken off before 
or after treatment, but do not remove the 
husk as it protects the bulb from drying out. 
The flakes should not be left on after the 
small roots or sprouts start in the spring. 


D.D.T. DUST 


may be put on—the bag shaken, and left for 
the winter. It will not harm the bulbs, but be 
sure to wash hands immediately after hand- 
dling, as it is poison. Use 1 oz. of dust to 1 
bushel of bulbs. Keep the clean bulbs in a cool

THE ARISTOCRAT OF GARDEN FLOWERS 


Lilies can create more interest in your hardy borders or rock gardens, than any 
other genus of plants, mainly because of their wide range of varieties. Character- 
istics of plant, shape of flowers, colors, preference to soil, and a blooming range 
from June to late fall, make Lilies especially interesting.

Unless otherwise noted, plant 4 to 6 inches deep and 
about 10 to 12 inches apart. Lilies can be used almost anywhere in your garden. 
Plant in groups, among perennials, low border shrubs, or banked against low 
evergreens. Some especially good combinations are Candidum with Delphinium, 
Henryi with evergreens or Buddelia and Regals with climbing roses. 

We are taking especial care to produce and sell only mosaic free bulbs. ‘This 
is one of the principal reasons for failure with Lilies. Careful roguing and propa- 
gating from seed, where possible, is your assurance of healthy bulbs. All bulbs 
shipped are top size.
